Some  say 
that  thi<  i-  why  thr  lea<!er  e!ios<'  them.     Tl'iev  are  ea.sy  to  lead. 

Hut,  be  that  as  it  may.  it  is  well  tu  Wiif  in  inind  the  fact  that  Mr. 
(iouinV  ministry  has  no  iiionoix)ly  of'br4ins  or  business  aitilily.  The 
market,  is  not  cornered.  They  i  an  be  r(>|)htce<l.  and  after  their  replaceal 
the  business  of  the  Provime  will  pro' ■einl  a^  usual  and  its  prosperity 
will    not  be  checked. 

Til  Mr.  .T.  M.  Tcllicr.  K.Cf:  Lli.l>.,  the  distinguished  le.wler  of  the 
OjilKisitioM.  the  ProviiK-e  has  axailable  a  man  who  could  serve  it  with 
advantiige  to  the  people  ami  Vrv^lit  to  himself. 

During  his  leadership  of  the  Opposition  Mr.  Tellier  ha.s  proved 
iiimself  a  man  of  wide  views  and  business  ability.  He  ha.s  treated  all 
public  i|uesti()ns  from  the  standpoint  of  a  statesman  and  a  patriot,  and 
many  of  the  measure>  for  which  the  Gouin  Government  to-day  would 
take  cretlit  were  >ngirested  by  :Mr.  Tellier  and  through  his  persistent 
advocacy  became  law. 

There  would  have  bed  po  Montreal  jail  scandal  1  ad  Mr.  Tellier 
been  Premier.  His  plan  regarding  the  expenditure  of  money  for  good 
roads,  which  is  hereafter  referri'.l  to,  must  appeal  as  a  much  wis^r  one 
than  that  propose<l  liy  the  Government.

THE  FINANCIAL  RECORD. 


Ministers   Spent   More    Money   Because   They   Collected   More  in 

Taxes,  Etc. 


Let  us  consider  on  what  tlie  Government  bases  its  pretension  of  be- 
ing a  Ijusinet'S  Goveriuuent. 

First  they  attempt  to  prove  their  statement  by  comparison.  Ttiey 
compare  their  Governmeiit  witii  tlie  (Conservative  (lovernment  of  181)1 
to  1811?,  and  say  "  see  what  we  have  done."' 

Now,  it  would  be  untrirj  to  deny  that  thi'  Gouin  tiovernment  lia^ 
spent  more  money  for  ditier-^nl  puii)()ses,  of  tliemselves  good,  than  did 
the  ]irevious  Conservative  Government.     They  had  it  to  spend. 

The  last  Conservative  Government  at  Quebec  followed  a  Liberal  re- 
g  me  of  such  riotous  expenililurc  that  the  treasury  was  (leplcttHi  an<j 
the  credit  of  the  Province  hrou;rlil  co  its  lowest  el)b. 

This  Conservative  Government  could  not  give  away  millions.  There 
were  none  to  give. 

The  ministers  in  that  Government -had  to  think  about  paying  the 
(lebt>  which  were  the  legacy  of  the  Lihch'il  Government  tlicy  succeeded. 
They  could  not  repudiate  these  debts  on  the  ground  thiU  they  had 
been  contracte<l  by  tlie  Liberal  Government.  They  had  to  devise  means 
to  pay  them.  They  met  the  situation  like  men,  honoral)le  men.  business 
men. 

True,  they  had  to  le\y  new  taxes,  and  their  opponent«  called  them 
a  Government  of  tax  gatherers.  They  had  to  borrow  money,  too,  and 
now  the  present  Provincial  Treasurer  taunts  them  a-s  borrowers. 

Yet,  withal,  it  mu>i  he  conceded  that  it  was  the  predecessors  of  the 
present  Government  that  brought  the  Province  out  of  the  Slough  of 
Despond  into  which  it  had  been  cast  by  the  Liberals,  and  it  is  manifestly 
unfair  to  compare  the  present  regime  with  the  last  Conservative  regime. 
The  circumstances  are  different  and  circumstances  alter  cases. 
It  it  worth  while,  however,  to  note  right  here  that  these  taxes,  levied 
as  a  matter  of  necessity  by  the  Conservatives,  have  been  continued  right 
up  to  this  year  by  the  Gouin  Government. 


There  was  need  of  these  tiixes  during  the  Conservative  re^'inle. 
riiere  has  not  been  tlie  same  neixl  during  the  pa^l  ten  years. 

The  special  ne«l  and  tlie  spei'ial  circumstances  un<ler  whicli  they 
were  levied  have  long  pa.^ed  away,  hut  the  taxes  have  (mm.,  .ontinued.

The  Covei-ument  took  over  a  million  dolla.-  la-t  voar  m.t  of  the 

i.eople  of  this  Province  by  this  means. 

Thev  took  ah.mt  tl.ree  .p'.n-te.-s  of  a  million  dollars  inm,  tirm..  or 
co.nmercial  corporations  doling  busine^  ir  the  Province.  They  could 
not  carrv  on  business  without  paying  toll  to  the  (Jouin  Government. 

Now  tiiere  was  some  season  for  these  taxes  twenty  years  ago.  Ihe 
Government  had  to  have  the  i.ioney.  The  Opposition  raised  such  a  hue 
,nd  e:v  against  the  Government  on  aa-ount  of  the  imposition  of  these 
verv  taxes  that  the  Conservative  (iovem.nent  was  defeated.

Dr.  a,t:=!in,  take  the  revenu-  from  our  lauds  and  forests,  whicli  last 
year  ua>  •■<1.7()1.17;;.1  '.  I?,>caiise  there  are  men  willing  to  huv  our 
crown  lands  and  timber  and  our  Government  is  willing  to  sell,  does  not 
justify  the  Government  in  claiming  the  title  of  a  business  Government. 

And  so  on  down  through  the  list.  The  fact  that  the  Government  has 
lliTough  niinccessary  taxation  and  the  prosperity  and  expansion  of  busi- 
ne.ss  interests,  lia^l  more  money,  as  it  wre.  force<l  into  its  treiusury,  is 
iiothin^r  for  which  the  Goveriunent  is  entitled  to  any  special  praise. 

For  example,  the  Government  received  in  succession  duties  from  the 
assets  of  .^ix  individuals  alone  who  died  during  the  year.  $523.1,3r.43, 
but  it  will  hardly  be  contended  tiiat  the  Governnieiit  is  entitled  to  credit 
because  the.=e  men  died  and  their  heirs  had  to  pay  over  this  large  amount 
into  the  treasury. 

Rnt  because  these  large  sums  poured  into  the  treasury  to  a  srreater 
i-\tent  th  a  the  Government  expected,  it  has  Iwen  aWe  to  keep  uj)  its 
vast  expenditure. 
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SOME  BAD  CALCULATION. 


Ministers  Could   Not  Tell   What  They  Would  Collect  or  What 

They  Would  Spend. 


But  let  us  consider  what  would  have  happened  if  the  OoTcrnment 
had  received  only  the  revenue  it  exported  to  receive  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year. 

Take  the  last  year  as  an  example. 
The  Government  estimated  that  the  revenue  of  last  year 

would  be   $5,904,534.71 

It  was  goinp  to  spend  only  5,707,991 .01 

and  therefore  have  a  surplus  of $196,543.70 

As  a  matter  of  fact  it  spent  $6,424,90(1.04,  that  is  $716,909.03  more 

than  it  said  it  would  spend. 

Still,  after  spending  nearly  three-fourths  of  a  million  of  dollars 

more  than  it  said  it  would  it  wants  credit  for  the  surplus  because  the 

revenue  which  it  fUdn't  expect  to  receive  happened  to  come  into  the 

treasury  and  make  it  |)ossible  for  them  to  have  more  than  met  their 

expenditure. 

But  suppose  the  revenue  had  only  been  wiiat  the 

Government  estimated,   viz, $5,904,531 .71 

and   the  expenditure  what  it   wii*,   viz 6,136,834.95 

What  would  have  been  the  result? 

The  Government  would  have  had  a  deficit  of $520,365.23 

Here  then  is  a  Government  which  paid   out  in  one  year  $716,909.03 

more  to  run  the  Province  than  it  said  it  would,  and  wants  to  be  calljd 

a  busines.^  Govcnimen';  l)ecause  the  revenue  !i;>piK'nc(l  to  he  big  cnougli 

that  year  to  pay  it. 

As  already  pointed  ou  it  was  through  no  act  of  the  Government 
that  the  revenue  was  greater  than  was  anticipated  anl  that  there  was 
not  a  deficit  of  $520,;i65.23,  as  there  wt)uld  have  been  if  the  revenue  had 
been  only  what  the  Government  itself  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  es- 
timated it  would  be. 

But,  v.hile  tJie  Government  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  increa,se<l  rev- 
enue, it  must  be  rememberetl  tliat  it  was  through  the  acts  of  the  Gov- 
ernment that  this  $716,909.03  was  spent  more  than  the  Government 
promised  to  spend  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
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Let  us  consider  now  how  near  this  business  Govemment  came  to 
KTing  up  to  its  estimates. 

In  doing  this  we  will  take  the  figures  of  the  Provincial  Treasurer 
given  in  his  Budget  speech  already  referral  to. 

In  the  course  of  his  last  Budget  speech  he  made  the  foUowing  de.- 
l&ration.

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  with  the  exception  of  $2,120.00.  the 

only  one  of  their  estimates  in  which  they  did  not  pay  out  more  money 

than  they  said  they  would  was  on  the  public  debt. 
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Tliev  ,miM  out  iiCiO.lSV  .•»:.  lo.s  on  tlu-  public  debt  of  the  Pr.vince 
than  tiiev  et^timatcd  at  thp  l)eRinnins  of  the  year. 

riu'v  paid  out  .$n;'..Ml.i:i  more  than  they  said  they  would  on 
othrr  ihin-s,  l)ut  when  it  came  to  making  a  payment  on  our  debt  they 
iiaid   nver  $:i().n(iu  le-ss  tlian  thev  inoniit-ed. 

Thev  eould  pay  out  more  than  thev  estimate.1  for  everything  else, 
but  less  than  thev  estimated  on  the  debt  of  the  Province. 

It  it  -eneraliy  considered  good  l)usiness  to  pay  one's  debts,  but  the 
Gouin  Government  apparently  thinks  it  -ood  business  to  pay  the  money 

f(ir  something  else. 

15„sines.s  ability  is  certainly  not  j.roved  l.y  the  fact  that  in  nineteen 
item-  or  .-xpenditui-c  out  of  twenty-one  the  Government  had  to  spend 
mure  moi.ev  than  it  cstimaU'd  would  be  nm>s,sary.  and  rould  not  tell 
neai.^r  tiian  :,;71<;.'.i(tii.o;^  iiow  mueh  moiiev  was  required  for  the  years 

oiterations. 

If  thos.'  six  rich  men  above  referred  to  had  lived  another  year  and 
the  (.overnment  had  not  recehcd  any  more  for  lieeii.ses  than  it  did  the 
year,  previous,  it  would  have  been  in  tlie  hole. 

'it  can  hardly  be  argued  to  be  good  busine.-  for  a  tiovernment  to 
create  debts  in  the  lioi»e  that  some  rich  men  will  die  and  tlieir  assets 
furnisli  the  monev  to  pay  the  debts. 

'I'he  Gouin  Gov<>rnment  spent  all  this  m..ney  without  any  rea^u- 
abie  .round  for  expecting  that  it  could  pay  i,.  and  it  is  the  height  of  pre- 
.umplion  for  then,   to  take  cre<lit  to  theniselvo  h.vause  they  bai.pened 

til  lie  able  to  pav.

a  coninii:-?ioii  I'i  f-ubniit  rules  I'or  the  management  of  running  water,  and 
miidc  -Mr.  I'arent  chairman  of  the  commission,  with  a  salary  of  $500  per 
iiiDnth.  jiiaking  $G,0O(i  a  year  which  Mr.  Parent  would  receive  for  mak- 
ins;  -;u_a-;ions  to  t;.v;   (ioverniiunt  about  running  waters. 

Tiiis  would  appear  to  be  pretty  good  pay  and  would  likely  amount 
to  about  ^lix)  a  sugge.-tioii.  but  evidently  it  ^vas  not  a  sutticiently  big 
plum  to  keej)  .Mr.  Parent  out  of  politics. 

lie  wantwl  more  and  lie  got  what  he  wanted. 

Kiglit  days  later,  viz.,  on  December  29th,  1911,  Mr.  Gouiii  luid 
another  order  in  council  paVMil,  giving  Mr.  Parent  a  saJary  of  $()r)0.0(i 
per  luoiith.  of  $S,On(i  per  annum. 

Mr.  Gouin,  ujKm  being  interrogated,  could  not  give  any  adeqiuite 
rea-on  for  vaising  the  price.  The  O[)position  presented  a  resolution  al- 
lesiiiir  that  "it  considers  ilie  sidarie^  extravagant  and  scandalous"  and 
ask-  the  Government  to  reduce  tliem  io  proper  propoitions. 

Was  the  salary  i-educed?  <>h,  no.  P^lvery  mothers  son  on  the  Gov- 
ernment side  voted  against  the  resolution,  and  ^Ir.  Parent  gets  $8,000 
for  making  suggestions:  and  :Mr.  Gouin  keeps  him  otit  of  politics. 

or  course  it  may  appear  a  little  strange  to  some  of  us  that  we 
have  to  help  pay  to  keep  Mr.  (iouin's  political  enemies  under  his  feet, 
but  tile  fact  remaiii>  liiat  we  won't  iiave  to  after  tlu'  next  elwlions  unless 
we  so  wish. 

?.m  the  price  paid  to  keep  Mr.  Parent  quiet  is  a  mere  bagatelle 
when  romiiared  with  some  of  the  expenditures  of  this  so  called  business 
(Tovcrnment. 


THE  MONTREAL  JAIL. 


A     Case     of     Gross     Miscalculation,     Showing     Business 

Incapacity. 


The  most  glaring  ca.«o  of  miscalculation,  unbusinesslike  methods 
and  uiijiistiliable  evppuditure  is  the  Montreal  jail. 

Tn  "Nfarch.  1907.  five  vears  ago.  the  Government  decided  to  build  a 
Ticw  jail   in  Montreal  ami  to  borrow  $750,000.00  to  pav  for  it. 

'•{'lie  contract  was  let  for  .$790,000.00. 
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A  year  later  wlien  the  work  wae  tinder  way  the  Minister  of  Pmblio 
Works  8ai<l  in  the  Housn  that  the  jail  would  coet  about  a  million  dollars. 
This  was  a  quartfr  of  a  million  more  than  it  was  going  to  coBt  in  tbe 
beginning. 

Another  year  went  by,  abid  in  April,  litOO,  the  Government  let  Mtill 
another  coMract  and  agreed  to  pay  an  additional  $810,000. 

The  Minister  of  Public  Works,  upon  being  interrogated,  said  Uie 
jail  would  be  linishc<l  in  September,  1910.  The  Government  increaaed 
the  loan  to  $1,500,000.00. 

On  September  lltli  the  Government  gave  a  third  contract,  this  timt 
agreeing  to  pay  an  axklitioaal  $884,722.30,  an<l  during  the  last  HCfldon 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works  said  tliat  the  jail  had  already  cost  $2,1S],- 
559.20,  and  ho  estimated  that  it  would  cost  some  $650,000  more  to 
complete  it,  and  said  it  would  be  finishe<l  the  first  of  next  August. 

Here  we  find  a  Government  claiming  to  be  a  business  Government, 
undertaking  to  build  a  jail  for  $Tr)0,000  and  admitting  four  years  af- 
terwards that  it  had  already  spent  (in  account  of  construction  $8,161- 
539 .  20  and  that  it  woidd  have  to  spend  some  $650,000  more. 

Ami  let  it  be  remembered  that  the  Government  never  consulted  the 
House  as  regards  any  one  of  these  three  contracts.  Tliey  made  the  con- 
tracts at  their  owji  sweet  will,  with  whom  they  pleased,  and  paid  the 
]irire  thcv  pleased,  and  will  expend  in  the  construction  of  tliis  one  build- 
ing over  two  milli  n  dollars  more  than  they  said  they  would  in  the  be- 
ginning. 

1(1  with  a  record  like  this  they  have  the  arrogance  to  come  be- 
fore an  intelligent  iniblic  and  ask  for  contiinied  support  on  the  ground 
that  they  are  a  business  Government. 

Tliis  Government  imdertook  to  construct  a  building  for  $750,000. 
Tt  hi\<  ;ilrcM(ly  ■^pent  in  its  construction  $2,161.r):U)  .20  and  it  is  still 
spending. 

Where  (1(1  v(,u  think  tiic  money  is  going? 

How  much  of  it  do  you  think  is  going  to  political  friends  of  the 
Gov('rum"nt'r  Do  you  believe  that  tliis  Government  cotdd  not  tell  in 
the  beginning  lu  within  two  million  dollars  how  much  tins  jail  would 
cost? 

If  it  is  onlv  a  matter  of  maladministration  and  incompetency  why 
ha,s  the  Government  never  consulttxl  the  House  regarding  the  various 
( ontracts  ? 

The  Government  ig  attempting  now  to  turn  away  the  attention  of 
the  electors  from  this  jail  matter  by  hollering  about  good  roads  and 
e<lucAtion.

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THE  GRANTS  TO  SCHOOLS. 


They    Are    a    Very    Samll    Part    of    the    Cost    of 
Education. 


Now  good  roatl.s  and  education  are  both  to  be  desired  per  ne.  No 
•rip  will  object  to  their  encouragement,  but  the  electors  of  a  Prwrince 
have  an  interest  in  seeing  that  they  are  encouraged  in  tlie  most  advac- 
tageoufi  manner. 

They  have  not  only  an  interest,  they  liave  a  right  to  sa^  that  Imim- 
neep  principles  are  applied  in  the  encouragement  of  even  worthy  objecta. 

Le  U.S  consider  what  this  so  called  business  Government  propose* 
to  do  in  this  connection,  referring  in  the  first  instance  to  education.. 

No  one  will  deny  the  need  of  securing  better  schools  in  this  ProT- 
iiice.  The  nee<l  exists  especially  in  tlie  country  parts.  In  the  larger 
eentres  the  schools  arc  much  better  than  in  the  rural  sections. 

True,  thu  Goiiin  Government  has  increased  the  grants  for  demen- 
tary  education. 

Witli  the  money  at  its  disposal  on  account  of  the  increa^^ed  rcTenue 
of  the  Province  it  could  not  well  have  done  otherwise. 

But  even  now  the  amount  given  for  elementarv'  education  is  wholly 
inadequate  to  secure  proper  rural  schoola 

Here  is  a  list  showing  the  largest  amounts  paid  any  municipality 
and  the  smallest  amount  paid  any  municipality  from  the  ordinary  grant 
of  the  Legislature  to  public  schools,  as  appears  lu  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

The  list  con'.prises  the  first  twelve  counties  mentioned  in  the  report 
and  will  show  the  general  average  paid  throughout  the  Pro\'ince:

It  niu-t  111'  liorne  in  mind  tliat  tlic  above  grants  are  all  that  have 
been  receivfd  lor  poor  ntunicipalities.  If  an  average  be  struck  ix'tween 
tlie  la-gp?t  and  the  j^mallest  grants  paid  this  dozen  of  municipalities'  it 
will  be  seen  to  be  $'i*)-) .Oft.  That  is  to  say  that  on  an  average  the  Gouin 
(iovernment  is  paying  some  $".'6r)  to  rural  school  municipal itie.s. 

AVhen  it  is  remembered  tiiat  this  su.n  has  to  be  divided  up  among 
all  the  schools  in  the  municipality,  sometime.-  a  large  number,  it  will 
be  seen  wluit  a  mere  trifle  is  paid  by  the  Government  towanls  keeping 
up  the  rural  schools. 

The  amounts  now  ])aid  iniist  he  materiallv  increa.«ed  before  wo  can 
expect  much  betterment. 

WHERE  MONEY  WAS  WASTED. 


And  right  here  the  (piestion  nuiy  well  be  asked  whetiier  the  (iouin 
(idM'iTinu'nt  cnuld  nnt  ha\e  given  more  to  our  country  schools. 

A  stiuly  of  the  jiuhlic  accounts  shows  that  the  Government  hasi  paid 
out  large  sums  for  the  erection  of  school  buildings,  not  school  buildings 
in  tlie  country,  but  in  the  large  centres. 

It  rwently  spent  half  a  million  dollars  for  a  commercial  academy. 
It  s})ent  ;inother  half  million  dollars  for  a  technical  school  at  Quebec, 
and  ovtT  tlwee  quarters  of  a  million  dollars  for  a  technical  school  at 
Montreal. 

Xot  only  does  it  pay  these  immense  sums  of  money  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  buildings  but  it  pavs  ii^.lO.OOO  ])er  annum  to  help  nunntain  the 
school  at  Quebec,  and  .$40,000  to  help  maintain  the  school  at  Montreal. 

It  actually  gives  an  annua!  grant  of  $50,000  to  one  school  which 
has  ;just  ^S  scholars. 
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Thesp  imnien.-H'  suiii>  paid  for  two  or  tlinv  scliools  in  a  oouple  of 
citie*:  make  the  little  aniDiiiits  paid  to  t!u'  various  (oiiiitry  schools  look 
vcr*  ~iiiall   indo<»<l 

If.  instead  of  payir.'  out  iiiiilioi's  for  techiMcal  *hools  it  had  paid 
out  nul!ions  for  niral  sviioolfi  the  position  of  the  eletiieiit^iry  .schools  of 
this  Province  wonld  be  iiiurh  diil'erent  than  it  is  to-day. 

It  was  not  neci^sary  to  i)ay  oiiL  these  larjje  sums  of  money  for  the 
erection  of  the  huildinfrg,  for  these  same  subjects  could  liave  been  tauffht 
in  other  schools,  and  the  Government  could  have  encourairtHi  the  tea<'h- 
i""  of  the  suhjec  ts  hv  means  of  annual  ,!:craiits  to  the  schools  which  were 
williiiL'  To   teach   then). 

The  expenditure  which  the  (!ouin  (Jovernment  has  made  for  the  ftur- 
poses  alnive  noted  has  made  it  impossible  to  do  justice  to  the  rural 
schools. 

If  Ml.  Tellier  is  called  on  to  form  a  Government  the  rural  schools 
will  L'ei  iiiore.  e\en  if  the  larye  centres  have  to  !.jet  le.ss.

THE  MATTER  OF  ROADS.

Government's    Scheme    Not    Well    Designed,   and    Will    Be 
Costly    and    Ineffective. 


A-  leiiiinU  roads,  the  (io\eriiment  purposes  to  sjieiiil  len  million 
doliiU'-,  ;i  pretty  bi.ij  sum  of  money. 

(»rdiiiarv  busines^s  intelli^'ciuc  unuld  .lemand  that  a  well  thoufxht 
out  Jihiii  '<v  M  lieine  should  iiave  been  devised  for  its  expenditure.  The 
Governiiiein  sjunild  know  in  tlie  iieiinnmsr  vei-\-  nearly  what  will  be  ob- 
tained by  the  eA'penditure  of  ihis  \ast  sum. 

The  M-iieme  should  be  such  as  to  safeguard  the  securinj;  of  the  niac- 
adamiziiiL;-  and  ijeiicrnnMit  of  -ucli  madi^  as  will  do  the  greatest  good  to 
the  irreate.-i  number.  lu  other  wonls.  the  money  to  be  expended  should 
secure  ilie  betterment  of  the  trunk  roads  or  main  thoroughfares  of  the 
l''ro\  iiice  rather  than  bye  roads  -whirli  are  little  used. 

The  reipiirement,*  should  make  it  impossible  to  spend  the  money 
where  little  irood  will  come  from  the  e.xpenditure.  The  scheme  should 
embrace  an  outline  of  all  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the  Province  and 
should  secure  their  betterment,  leaving  the  matter  of  improvement  of  the 
liye-roads  to  tiie  municipaJ  council  under  the  law. 

Has  the  Government  any  such  scheme?  Xo,  apparently  it  has  no 
fciieme  wiiatevcr  except  to  spend  the  money.     In  spending  tlic  money  the 


»  I 
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Gouin  Government  is  an  adept,  l)nt  it  seems  nn-il)le,  notwitliata.i  iing  its 
bufiiic*  pietfMisions.  to  .■^i)end  it  judiciously  or  advantageously. 

The  new  law  just  passed  allows  any  niunicit)al  cDuncil  to  borrow 
money  by  means  of  debentures.  Any  council  is  allowed  to  borrow  thou- 
sands of  dollars  simply  by  jia.ssing  a  resolution.  It  does  not  even  have 
to  pa.s,s  a  by-law.  It  does  not  have  to  submil  the  matter  to  the  rale- 
payers. 

It  can  even  pass  an  illf^al  resolution  and  this  .low  law  of  tiie  Gouin 
Grvemment  declares  it  iej^al. 

This  is  something  new  in  lejrislation,  for  the  I.cirislatnrc  to  declare 
an  illegal  a.t  a  legal  one,  thereby  taking  away  the  right  of  the  rate- 
payers to  attack  what  the  council  may  do  against  their  will. 

When  the  council  gets  money  they  can  use  it  on  any  road  they 
please.     It  need  not  necessarily  lie  used  on  a  tnink  road. 

A  council  in  an  a<ljoiniiig  muiiicipalitv  may  have  built  a  macadam- 
ized road  right  up  to  the  line  of  this  municipality  whose  council  is  not 
obliu'cd   to  c(mtiHue  the  road.     It  can  spend  the  money  elsewhere. 

As  a  result  tlie  macadamized  roads  of  the  Province  will  simply  be 
patchwork,  h.ere  a  little,  there  a  little,  but  without  any  continuous  whole. 

All  tins  could  have  been  prevented  by  the  Govcrnmcut  taking  the 
initiative  itself  and  building  the  main  thoroughfares  or  trunk  road.s 
through  the  Province  and  assisting  the  councils  to  build  the  others. 

The  Government  is  prc(jare<l  to  spend  ten  million  dollars  on  roads, 
hut  it  inirposcs  to  ~pend  it  throuirh  the  municipalities,  that  is.  the  muni- 
.■ipalitie>  will  hire  the  jnoney  and  the  Government  «ill  pay  i^  luck  to- 
sethev  witli  aboui"  liaK  the  interest  on  the  debentures. 


THE  OPPOSITION  PLAN.

Now  the  pretension  of  the  Opposition  at  Qjel)ec  is  that  the  Gov- 
ernment sliould  take  the  initiative  itself.  It  should  first  a.scertain  the 
main  tlioroughfarcs  in  the  Province  and  then  itself  improve  them,  spend- 
ing the  money  itself  and  itnproving  tho.se  roads  that  would  be  most  use<l 
by  the  public  in  general. 

The  scheme  of  the  Opposition  would  embrace  the  gene-il  plan  of 
the  roads  of  the  Province.  These  roads  would  then  be  classified  accord- 
ing to  their  respective  importance,  in  order  to  determine  which  are  the 
main  highway?  which  should  be  tirst  improved.  Then  before  thev  are 
macadamized  they  would  be  straightened,  widene.1  and  levelled  wliere 

necessary. 

Some  of  the  advantage  to  be  secured  by  this  plan  are  these :

There  seems  to  he  no  (pie>tion  init  what  the  plan  of  the  Opposition 
i-  the  hettcr  one.  There  is  exerything  to  train  hv  it  and  nothing  to  lose. 
There  is  ah>olutily  no  advantage  in  making  the  coriMiratioiis  hire  the 
money.     There  arc  many  disadvantages. 

There  does  not  apjiear  to  he  aiiv  question  hut  what  with  the  same 
amount  of  money  expended  hy  the  tiovernment  we  should  secure  much 
better  roads  than  we  will  s,.cure  through  its  exjienditure  hv  the  inuiii- 
fipal  councils. 

Ve  must  always  liear  in  mind  that  there  is  notiiing  in  the  law  to 
compel  a  municipal  it  v  to  take  advantage  of  this  law.  .Many,  w-ithout 
doubt,  will  refuse  to  borrow  money  and  even  pay  one  half  the  interest.
